Revenue Office Will Help 


Taxpayers Help Themselves 


A new “help-yourself” plan will 
keynote the taxpayer assistance 
program during the 1956 income 
tax filing period. 
Internal revenue employees will 
not completely prepare returns for 
individual taxpayers as in previous 
years. Instead, the service will 
undertake a group assistance plan 
to help taxpayers do the job them­ 
selves. 
The new concept of taxpayer 
self-help through group assistance 
was announced today by Delbert 
J. Luippold, acting district director 
of Internal Revenue for the north­ 
ern district of Illinois, who said it 
wras part of a new policy formu­ 
lated by the National Office. 
* * * 
FOR MANY 
YEARS technical 
personnel of the service have com­ 
pletely prepared the taxpayers’ re­ 
turns, from writing in the name to 
computing the tax. During the 1955 
period this type of assistance in 
the Chicago district cost the gov­ 
ernment $400,000 in direct salaries 
to help less than 15 per cent of j 
all taxpayers filing returns. It is 
significant that over 50 per cent I 
of the taxpayers requesting assist­ 
ance made no effort at all to pre­ 
pare their own returns. 
If the funds and manpower had 
been used on the examination of 
returns and collection of taxes, 
this w’ould have produced over 
$15 million in additional revenue 
in the Chicago Distrcit. 
The Internal 
Revenue service 
has decided to help taxpayers by 
this new group assistance techni­ 
que. 
The plan is to take 6 or 8 tax­ 


payers at a time and an Internal 
Revenue agent instructor will help 
them prepare their own returns. 
Desk space and forms will be pro­ 
vided and an instructor will help 
them to enter the essential infor­ 
mation required by the returns, 
explaining how each line should simple income tax problems.

This letter has gone to the hearts 
of many Italians. It stressed that 
even a smuggler is, trying to sup­ 
port a family, and that Christmas 
is important to everybody.

Wiring Is Headache on Farm . . . 
Here Are Basic Recommendations 


By IRA MILLER 
Farm Electrification Bureau 


The farmer who says: “I don’t want 
to know anything about wiring; no­ 
body can make an electrician out of 
me,” is only half right. Of course he 
shouldn’t “do it himself” when it 
comes to installing or modernizing 
his electrical wiring system. That’s 
a job for someone who is qualified 
to do that type of work. 


The new Farmstead Wiring Hand­ 
book makes these points about 20- 
ampere branch circuits: install wires 
no smaller than No. 12. Use such cir­ 
cuits to supply permanently connect­ 
ed lighting equipment; convenience 
outlets for portable trouble lamps, 
drills, clippers, motors of from Vi to 
Vt horsepower, and tor special light­ 
ing equipment, such as ultraviolet or 
bactericidal lamps.

way—for adequate wiring makes the 
wheels go round so far as his elec­ 
tric equipment is concerned. A mo­ 
tor on a starvation diet of electricity 
can’t perform as it should, any more 
than a tractor can operate efficiently 
on a pint of gas. Both need what it 
takes to make them go—electricity 
for one; fuel for the other. 
Lets take a practical look at a 
farmer’s electrical service. Ifs a mat­ 
ter, first, of the power supplier “de­ 
livering" to the farm the amount of 
electricity needed at the required 
voltage.

Individual-equipment circuits are 
used. to serve all permanently in­ 
stalled motors of 1/3 horsepower or 
over, all fixed appliances rated 1,000 
watts or over and all equipment 
which requires continuous service 
where interruptions should be kept 
to a minimum—brooders, water sys­ 
tems, food freezers, milk coolers, and 
the like. It is well to know too that 
all motors of Vt horsepower or over 
should be served by a 230-volt branch 
circuit. 
Power suppliers can be of great 
assistance to farmers in planning safe 
and adequate wiring modernization 
jobs.
